The first of the paving is to be
constructed on South Woodworth ave-

nue from Fast Superior street south
to the Pere Marquette railroad, a dis-

tance of two blocks. The paving will
be thirty feet in width except for the
portion adjacent to Superior street,
which will be wider, and will narrow
down at the alley.

The bid for the paving is less than
the amount which William F. Pey-nold- s,

city manager, had estimated
for the work, and is slightly less than
the amount that this same firm re-

cently bid for its state trunk line pav-
ing through Alma. One of the rea-- j
sons for the low bid, naturally is the
fait that the company has its ma-

chinery on the ground for the state;
trunk line work, and this will cut'
down some of the initial cost, as it
w ill not be necessary to move the ma-- 1

chinery any distance for this work,
It is the expectation of the com-

pany to work this paving job in dur-
ing the time that the other paving:
work is being done on the trunk line
highways. It is probable that work
will be started in the very near fu-
ture.
